Dear Mr. Eimanis:

The labeling referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the
Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act is acceptable. A stamped copy of your
labeling is enclosed for your records. This labeling supersedes all previously accepted labeling.
You must submit one (1) copy of the final printed labeling before you release the product for
shipment with the new labeling. See 40 CFR 156.10(a)(6).

e Under 40 CFR 152.130(d), EPA may establish dates by which all product distributed or
sold by the registrant must bear revised labeling. You were notified by a September 19,
2013 letter that the Agency intended to require products being revised to incorporate this
pollinator protection language and released after January 31, 2014 to bear new labels.
That deadline was later changed to February 28, 2014 due to the government shutdown
causing delays in approving label amendments. As is it after February 28, 2014, your
product must bear the revised labeling at your next release for shipment.

If these conditions are not complied with, EPA will take appropriate action against this
registration.

Crops that have tolerances for imidacloprid
and not bifenthrin may be rotated 30 days following the final
application of Brigadier HPG. Below is a list of plant back restrictions:
Immediate plant back: Corn (all), tobacco, tomatoes, eggplant,
peppers, bell and non-bell, okra, caneberries, citrus, artichoke,
lettuce (head), grapes, spinach, pears, hops, legume vegetables,
(edible podded), root tuberous and corm vegetables (except sugar
beets), cilantro and coriander, soybeans, strawberries.

30 Day plant back: Cereals (Barley, Buckwheat, Millet — pearl and

Maximum Allowable Use

Buffer Zone for Ground Application (groundboom, overhead
chemigation, or airblast) — Do not apply within 25 feet of aquatic
habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes, reservoirs, rivers,
streams, marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and commercial fish
ponds).

Buffer Zone for Non-ULV Aerial Application — Do not apply within
150 feet of aquatic habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes,
reservoirs, rivers, streams, marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and
commercial fish ponds).

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Spray Drift Requirements
Wind Direction and Speed

Only apply this product if the wind direction favors on-target
deposition. Do not apply when the wind velocity exceeds 15 mph.

Temperature Inversion

Do not make aerial or ground applications into temperature
inversions. Inversions are characterized by stable air and increasing
temperatures with height above the ground. Mist or fog may indicate
the presence of an inversion in humid areas. The applicator may
detect the presence of an inversion by producing smoke and
observing a smoke layer near the ground surface.

For airblast applications, turn off outward pointing nozzles at row
ends and when spraying the outer two rows. To minimize spray loss
over the top in orchard applications, spray must be directed into the
canopy.

Additional Requirements for Aerial Applications

The spray boom should be mounted on the aircraft as to minimize
drift caused by wingtip or rotor vortices. The minimum practical boom
length should be used and must not exceed 75% of the wing span or
80% rotor diameter.

Flight speed and nozzle orientation must be considered in
determining droplet size.

Spray must be released at the lowest height consistent with pest

control and flight safety. Do not release spray at a height greater
than 10 feet above the crop canopy unless a greater height is
required for aircraft safety.

When applications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will be
displaced downwind. The applicator must compensate for this
displacement at the downwind edge of the application area by
adjusting the path of the aircraft upwind.

Droplet Size

Use only Medium or coarser spray nozzles (for ground and non-ULV
aerial application) according to ASAE (S572) definition for standard
nozzles. In conditions of low humidity and high temperatures,
applicators should use a coarser droplet size.

Additional Requirements for Ground Applications
Wind speed must be measured adjacent to the application site on
the upwind side, immediately prior to application.

For ground boom applications, apply using a nozzle height of no
more than 4 feet above the ground or crop canopy.

Chemigation Use Directions

Apply this product only through sprinkler including center pivot, lateral move, end tow, side (wheel) roll, traveler, big gun, solid set, or hand move;
furrow; border or drip (trickle) irrigation system(s). Do not apply this product through any other type of irrigation system. Do not connect an
irrigation system (including greenhouse system) used for pesticide application to a public water system.

For Low Energy Pressure Application (LEPA) irrigation a minimum of 0.75 inch of water per acre is recommended. Where non-emulsified oils are
used as the diluent, 1 to 2 pints per acre is recommended.

Results from utilizing chemigation have been variable and depend upon the set up and calibration of equipment. Crop injury, lack of effectiveness,
or illegal residues in the crop can result from non-uniform distribution of treated water. Contact your State Agricultural Extension Service specialists,
equipment manufacturers or other experts for consultation on the suitability of the equipment set up to obtain effective control of the target insect
pests.

A person knowledgeable of the chemigation system and responsible for its operation, or under the supervision of the responsible person, shall shut
the system down and make necessary adjustments should the need arise. Failure to cease application during a mechanical stoppage may result in
undesirable residues to adjacent areas.

The system must contain a functional check valve, vacuum relief valve and low pressure drain appropriately located on the irrigation pipeline to
prevent water source contamination from back flow.

The pesticide injection pipeline must contain a functional, automatic, quick-closing check valve to prevent the flow of fluid back toward the injection
pump. The pesticide injection pipeline must also contain a functional, normally closed, solenoid-operated valve located on the intake side of the
injection pump and connected to the system interlock to prevent fluid from being withdrawn from the supply tank when the irrigation system is either
automatically or manually shut down.

The system must contain functional interlocking controls to automatically shut off the pesticide injection pump when the water pump motor stops.

The irrigation line or water pump must include a functional pressure switch which will stop the water pump motor when the water pressure
decreases to the point where pesticide distribution is adversely affected. Systems must use a metering pump, such as a positive displacement
injection pump (e.g., diaphragm pump) effectively designed and constructed of materials that are compatible with pesticides and capable of being
fitted with a system interlock.

Do not apply when wind speed favors drift beyond the area intended for treatment. Brigadier HPG should be applied continuously for the duration
of the water application. Brigadier HPG should be diluted in sufficient volume to ensure accurate application over the area to be treated. When
using chemigation, a minimum of 0.5 inch per acre of irrigation water is recommended. Agitation generally is not required when a suitable diluent is
used. A diluent test should be conducted to ensure that phase separation will not occur during dilution and application. Failure to achieve a uniform
dilution throughout the time of application may result in undesirable residues or less than desirable control.

Southern Blue- Green and Blue-Green Citrus
Weevils and Fuller Rose Beetle typically exhibit a single emergence
peak in the spring. Brown and Little Leaf Notchers typically exhibit three
emergence peaks, spring, summer and fall. Since emergence varies
seasonally and by location, timing of Brigadier Insecticide application
can be accurately forecast by observing adults. Adults are most active
early morning and late afternoon; numbers can be estimated by trapping
throughout spring and summer (emergence periods). Egg laying will
occur for 8 to 10 weeks following adult emergence from the soil; larval
invasion of the soil will begin 2-3 weeks following adult emergence. It is
critical to have the Brigadier Insecticide soil barrier in place prior to drop
of the neonates.

Brigadier Insecticide is one of several effective tools in an integrated
pest management program for Citrus Root Weevils. Application of
Brigadier Insecticide should be used in conjunction with good cultural
practices, biological control of larvae and foliar control of adults. Consult
local university extension personnel for current information to protect
citrus trees from Citrus Root Weevils and other pests.
